Perhaps because “weekly” sounds like “weakly,” 
many people, especially those in the metropolitan 
areas, have come to look upon the newspapers which 
serve the towns, villages, and rural areas of Canada 
merely as small sisters of the big city dailies—relative 
ly unimportant auxiliaries to the mighty metropolitan 
press. 

The truth, of course, and it is recognized not only 
by the readers of this newspaper, but by the big city 
dailies themselves, is that Canada’s weekly newspapers 
perform an entirely different function than do theii 
urban contemporaries. 

The daily newspaper, published miles away in a 
large urban centre, would, for example, court bank¬ 
ruptcy if it attempted to record and interpret as fully 
ais does this newspaper the life of this area. Indeed, 
even within larger cities, weekly newspapers have 
foimd it profitable to offer to particular urban district 
a more comprehensive coverage of news and views 
than is available to city dwellers through their large- 
circulation dailies.
